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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In page 9-page 1 7, 3rd paragraph of the 
Remarks, the applicant puts forth the exact same argument he had cited in his prior action. The Examiner's response to these previously 
mentioned arguments still has not changed. So please refer back to Examiner's previous office action. 

In page 17, paragraph 4-page 19, paragraph 2 of the remarks, the Applicant states that the Tammi reference discloses a print-to-mail 
format wherein the statements are placed in envelopes and sealed thereafter. Whereas, the Applicant argues, his application discloses a 
print-to-mail format wherein the mailings do not require an envelope to be mailed. 

In reply, as stated in the previous office action, Tammi does indeed disclose a system wherein a document is mailed with the need of an 
envelope. However, please note that in his rejection of claim 1 , the Examiner is using the broadest possible interpretation of the claim 
language. In view of this broad interpretation, the Examiner believes that claim 1 does not explicitly specify that the print-to-mail format is 
mailed without the need of an envelope. Therefore, the use of Tammi reference is justified. Claim 28, on the other hand, specifically cites 
that the printed document is mailed without the need of an envelope. And appropriately, another prior art(applicant's admitted prior art ) is 
incorporated in making the proper rejection. 

In page 20 of the Remarks, the Applicant argues that "a printed statement is passed to the post processing system, no notification is 
provided that the later post processing actually occurred." 

In reply, the Examiner is standing by this prior assertion that column 10, lines 9-15 teaches that an operation performed at each 
device(folding and sealing) is sensed and tracked; this reference firmly teaches that processes such as printing, folding, and sealing are 
tracked based on the appropriate device completing its assigned process. Furthermore, column 10, lines 4-10 of Tammi discloses that 
the post processings are monitored. Utilizing the broadest possible interpretation of the claim language, the Examiner is equating this 
concept of monitoring mentioned in Tammi with the notification information mentioned in the current application. 
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
